Feds link 3 in plotting 14 
bombs as cover for holdups 


Company recalls allergy injectors 


ORLANDO. Fla. (AP) — Three 
people linked to a white 
supremacist bomb maker were 
charged with plotting a scries of 
paralyzing bombings across this 
tourist center as diversions for 
bonk holdups, federal invesdga- 
lors said Friday. 

Bombing targets were along 
two piajor routes: Interstate 4, 
the. major highway to Walt 
Disney World, and U.S. Highway 
441.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Law 
' enforcement agents sought a 
record number of court orders 
last year to allow thcm.to secret- 
ly listen in on more than 2 mil- 
lion private conversations, a gov- 
ernment >viretap report shows. 

The 1.186 wiretap requests 
approved by federal and state 
judges in 1997 marked a 3 per- 
cent increase over 1996 and sur- 
passed the 1,154 logged in 1994. 


The total is believed to the high- 
est since Congress In 1968 start- 
cd requiring the Administrative 
Office of the US. Courts to com- 
pile such records. 

As in past years, the bulk of 
the wiretap requests — 73 'per- 
cent — were spurred by nar- 
cotics investigations. Crimes 
otherwise most often cited 
included gambling and rackc- 
. leering.
